President said, It will be possi- 
ble to increase world Income 
five per cent per year over the 
next five years. The alternative, 
he said, is to allow uncontrolled 
forces to deter mine the progress 
with 
the likely result that 


growth would sink to three per 
cent. 


"Let us not fail to be wise," 


Johnson said. 


The 
President's 
remarks, 


while addressed directly to fi- 
nance ministers and central 
bank heads from scores of other 
nations, 
seemed 
indirectly 


aimed at Congress, which this 
year is cutting foreign aid funds 
to the lowest point since World 
Warn. 


"The more we move togeth- 


er," he said, "the more each of 
us will be able to advance the 
economy of our own people." 


Johnson addressed the joint 


gathering before a speech by 
bank's president, 
Robert S. 


McNamara. 


McNamara proposed a five- 


year plan of Increased lending 
in Africa, Latin America and 
Asia. He said the bank's loans 
should double during the plan. 


McNamara said the new plan 


would include a broadening of 
the bank's past emphasis on 
South Asia- India and Pakistan 
— to the other underdeveloped 
areas of the world.

New York City's 1.1 million pub- 
lic school children returned to 
classes today after a three-week 
strike by unionized teachers,

The Rev. C. Herbert Oliver, 


chairman of the local governing 
board in the Ocean Hill-Browns- 
ville district, said "we cannot 
comply with" an agreement be- 
tween the Board of Education 
and the Teacher's Union. 


The agreement he refer red to, 


ordering back to Ocean Hill- 
Brownsville 110 teachers the 
district says it doesn't want, 
was approved Sunday night by 
the striking teachers. 


Oliver did not make clear the 


effect of the local board's un- 
willingness to comply with the 
agreement, 
but indicated the 


board 
might set up its own 


schools. 


A number of Negro teachers 


and students at a junior high 
school in the Brooklyn district 
walked out this morning. Some 
of the students said their teach- 
ers had told them to leave the 
school.

The newspaper quotes Ladd 


Davies, director of the Arkan* 
sas Pollution Commission, as 
saying! "I don't think there Is 
any question that there was a 
discharge from one of the catch* 
ponds at the Dlerks treatment 
plant at DeQueen," 


But he added that the kill Is 


over and the problem now Is the 
restocking of Little River with 
fish. He said Dierks Is co-operat- 
ing fully with public officials and 
will pay the cost of restocking 
the river. 


According to the Texarkana 


report the fish kill area extend- 
ed from DeQueen to the U.S. high- 
way 71 bridge over Little River. 
Some dead fish, however, were 
found in Millwood Lake, having 
been carried downstream by the 
river's current. 


This is one of the inevitable 


hazards connected with wood in- 
dustries operating along rivers. 
No one thinks for a minute Dierks 
intentionally 
poisoned 
Little 


River. I had occasion nearly 40 
years 
ago to investigate a 


similar tragedy on Ouachita 
River. 


I was editor of El Dorado 


Daily News when the circulation 
department brought me rumors 
that angry commercial fisher- 
men were threatening to dy- 
namite the natural gas line sup- 
plying International Paper Go's 
kraft mill upstream at Cullen- 
dale, now a part of Camden. 
Tons of fish were being killed 
by waste from the paper mill 
drifting downstream. 


I telephoned a warning to Mr. 


Cullen, founder and vice-presi- 
dent of the mill -later presi- 
dent of the entire International 
system. He told me It was s'imply 
a tragic" accident. Paper mill 
chemical waste was run off into 
settling basins to be neutralized. 
But torrential rains flooded the 
basins and released the poison 
into the river. 


Apparently Dierks has an iden- 


tical case — 40 years later. 


Speaking of rivers, I've got to

Springs Sunday afternoon appar- 
ently came from Arkadelphia to 
Prescott without crossing Little 
Missouri River —which is a geo- 
graphical impossibility.

day after two noisy confronta« 
tions with organised hecklers in 
the Pacific Northwest, made it 
clear that his denunciation of 
extremism applied not only to 
them but to the forces of third 
party candidate George C. Wal- 
lace and to Negro revolutionar- 
les, 


H u m p h r e y , 
faced with 


speech-disrupting shouts from 
some 200 young antiwar activ- 
ists In Seattle Saturday night, 
tried to quiet them by letting 
one of their leaders address the 
clearly pro-Humphrey audience. 
The tactic failed, and, in the 
end, the demonstrators were 
ejected from the packed Civic 
Center arena, seating 5,000, 
More than a dozen resisted po- 
lice who steered them out, with 
a brief but violent uproar en- 
suing. 


Having experienced a noisy 


walkout by about 400 protesters 
at a similar party rally in Port- 
land, Ore., the night before, 
Humphrey 
came 
here still 


searching for a way to deal with 
the demonstrators 
who have 


been plaguing him from coast to 
coast. 


In a speech prepared for de- 


livery at the Mormon Tabernac- 
le here, the vice president criti- 
cized both ends of the political 
spectrum. 


"There are people today who 


made their basic appeal io the 
baser instincts—to fear, to ra- 
cial prejudice, to • escapism, to 
the darker side of the human 
character. They are 
danger- 


ous." 


These are the words he has 


used repeatedly to describe the 
Wallace campaign, though he 
did not namo the former Ala- 
bama governor in his text. 


Then Humphrey went on to 


decry youths "who are preach- 
ing the same doctrine of eisor- 
der and anarchy, and using the 
sam? totalitarian tactics of the 
street that brought Adolf Hitlei 
to power."

In the future, he said, Nixon
